Fatal accidents in Atlanta in 1925 
from all causes showed an increase of 
17.4 per cent over 1924, the total 
for 1925 being 167 as compared to 
18S-the previous year, acco: ing to 
figures compiled by the Atlanta 
safety council and made public Wed- 
nesday. 

Motor vehicles were responsible for 
more fatal accidents during the year 
than any other cause. In 1925 69 
people were killed in motor vehicle 
accidents in and near the cify as 
compared to 58 the previous year. Of 
the 1,657 non-fatal accidents during 
the year, 1,214 were caused by motor 
vehicles. 

Other public causes were respon- 
sible for 44 deaths in 1925 and 27 
deaths in 1924. There were 65 home 
accident fatalities in 1925 as com- 
parel to 61 the previous year.

Espionage. 


To deceive the enemy is a perfectly 
legitimate military operation in war 
time but it’s not only illegitimate 
in peace time but it-is often respon- 
sible for great disasters. The present 
case of several English spies being 


detained in France on the charge of 


to obtain information on 
aviation matters has started 
some hot discussions on the other 
side. There is today little doubt that 
espionage was largely responsible for 
some grave mistakes in the war. For 
instance the French had captured a 
dossier of secret German plans: in 
1913 in which the whoele plan of 
German mobilization and attack on 
France was outlined in the most 
minute details. The plans showed 
that the attack would take place 
through Alsace with Verdun and Paris 
as the objettive. The British had got 
wind of another plan, which showed 
that the attack was to come through 
Belgium. When war broke out the 
French rushed their main forees. to 
the Rhine provinces. though the Brit- 
ish warned em that they exposed 
their left in that’ way. The British 
proved right, but not until France 
had received some blows that made 
her reel for support. It was not till 
1917 that German staff officers, who 
had been taken prisoners, revealed the 
plan that the French had used had 
heen manufactured for the purpose of 
misleading them and had been allowed 
to fall in their hands. —P. V. P.

_Atlanta sent into the armies of the 
south the very flower of her manhood. 
They served with distinguished gal- 
lantry, many of them died heroic and 
bloody deaths, and those who survived 
were ‘welcomed with such love and 
honors as seldom in history have com- 
forted defeated soldiers. 


No one who was not living in the 
city at that time and daily conversant 
with the occupations of the people 
can understand the toils, the priva- 
tions and the patient endurance to 
which they submitted. Many homes 
were deprived of all man-support—fa- 
thers, husbands and sons were in the 
armies. The men who were here were 
mestly the old and the disabled who 
were not fit fer soldier service, the 
exempts, the ‘aliens, and those who 
were connected with city, state and 
Confederate operations. Most unman- 
ned families were helped to maintain 
themselves by housing and boarding 
those who had no homes here of their 
own. The money of the Confederacy 
was continuously decreasing in pur- 
chasiaig power; the government was 
levying: “taxes in kind’ which meant 
taking a percentage of all crops for 
the supply of Confederate forces and 
ugencies, making food supplies often 
scant and in cases wholly unattain- 
able: increasingly the people were 
Without medicines, thread, implements 
und personal articles of necessity un- 
blockade-runner could make. a 
successful entry into one of our ports 
and bring welcome, but meager, relief. 

“Home manufactures” flourished, 
because men and women were com- 
pelled to invent and factor substitutes 
for the articles no longer to be found 
in trade, We enjoyed in those parlous 


,; Years the demonstration of the bene- 


fits of a “high protective tariff.’ The 
blockading fleets of the enemy put ua 
wall around the coasts and his cor- 
dons of blue-coats stretched prohibitive 
bars from the Potomac to the Rio- 
Gragde athwart the north. Every sta- 
ple claim of the “protectionist’’ became 
verified to us. Home industries were 
built up, high wages and high prices 
prevailed ! 

in place of the Panama hat we 
cured and plaited palmetto Jeaf strips 
and concocted not uncomfortable sub- 
stitutes; and for winter hendgear, 
fabricated wool hats being luxuries, 
we made substantial hats and caps 
from jeans cloth, with corded = and 
quilted brims. When shoe-pegs gave 
out we sat down at night and whittled 
them by the pint from white oak 
splinters or hickory withes. We care- 
fully shaped, sawed out and polished 
wooden combs for the family and for 
buttons we punched out leaden, tin, or 
wooden forms and covered them with 
circlets of serge or silk from mother's 
pre-war scrap-bag. We twisted our 
own wicks and molded our own ¢can- 
dies. We dug up the dirt floors of 
our smoke-houses and rescued the salt 
that had soaked into them for years 
from the overhanging meat. We ra- 
tioned what sugar we could get by the 
teaspoonful and most often drank our 
coffee “barefoooted,” as we called the 
neat beverage. Tea was finally a 
prize package from the outre-mer and 
was religiously reserved for the sick 
and convalescent. 

Were we down-hearted and unhap- 
py? We were not! 

Our spirits were dauntless and our 
faith strong that some way and not 
far away the God of Battles would 
The 
more hardships we endured the more 
we believed our sufferings and sacri- 
fices would not be in vain. Strange 
tidings of good cheer would come to 
us through the blgckade, encouraging 
us to believe that™soon.England, or 
France, or the pope, would not only 
“recognize the Confederate _ States,” 
but insist that our ports be opened to 
neutral and non-contraband frade with 
any part of the world. How eagerly 
we used to swallow all that as a 
tonic to our spirits—an elixir to our 
endurance ! 

Atlanta, meanwhile, became the cen- 
ter of Confederate operations and the 
objective of federal movements in the 
southeast. The fortunes of war had 
pendulated for three strenuous years— 
in Kentucky, Tennessee, along the Mis- 
sissippi and in the’ valley of the Hols- 
ten. Oftenest our southern armies 
outgeneraled, over-fought and routed 
the federal armies; but the great re- 
serve power of the north and of Eu- 
rope was being constantly recruited 
against us and the momentum of their 
better equipped and suppliede masses 
could not be decisively resisted and 
beaten back. In 1865, Vicksburg, 
called ‘“CThe Gibraltar of the South,” 
was surrendered fo Grant. Almost 
the sagne hour came news of the gi- 
gantie Gettysburg battle and the com- 
pulsion it put upon Lee to return to 
Virginia. These serious and irretriev- 
able reverses.put a deep dread over the 
hearts of our people that the fates 
were against our final success.

As far as he knows, he said, 
he is the only surviving veteran of the 
Volunteers left in the'city. One other 
man who was a member, Bill Watson, 
died last year, according to the physi- 


cian. 

Delay in Mustering. 

‘Captain George Washington Tee 
had been holding a series of meetings 
to drum up recruits for his company.” 
commented Dr. Connally. “The 125 
men that she finally succeeded in gath- 
ering together were anxious to go to 
war, but they were composed mostly 
of unemployed fellows with a marked 
disposition to get into street fights and 
brawls, during which they not infre-

in My capacity as a physician that 
I met many of them. I was 2” years 


of age then, one year out of medical 


school, and had an office with Dr. 
John G. Westmore, founder of At- 
lanta Medical college. 

“Captain Lee got his company to- 


gether and made application to Gover- 


nor Joseph E. Brown for the “ody to 
be admitted to the Confederate service. 
Governor Brown’s reply was to the 
effect that there was not room - 
enough just then, but for Captain 
va ad hold.

“But Captain Lee, who was a con- 
ductor. on the street railroad, was im- 
patient. Unable to wait, he got on 
a train and went to Montgomery, 
which was at°that time the capital, 
in an effort to have his company ad- 
mitted at once. Adjutant General 
Townsend, of the Confederate govern- 
ment, informed Captain Lee that he 
could not accept the company unless 
it came to Montgomery. 

Journeyed To Montgomery. 

“So the fiery Lee came back,to At- 
lanta again and begged the mdhey on 
the streets to pay the railroad fares 
of his men to Montgomery. ‘The peo- 
ple were mad with the war fever, and 
I think the-sum was collected in sev- 
eral days. 

“On March 19, 1861, amid the 
cheering of great crowds. the playing 
of ‘Dixie,’ and the waving of the : 
‘Stars and Bars’—of which there were 
not very many in Atlanta at that 
time—we-took the train at the old 
depot at Wall street. I went with 
them, for they had asked me to go 
as medical officer. We arrived at 
Montgomery March 20 and were mus- 
tered into the Confedorate service— 
the first soldiers from Atlanta for 
12 months’ enlistment. > 

“Practically none of! the men had 
uniforms or arms of any kind when 
we entrained at Atlanta. I bought 
a new uniform for the occasion. It 
was a good uniform, except that it 
was for a soldier in the federal army.” 

“Lee's Volunteers,” said Dr. Con- 
nally, had their baptism of fire at 
Pensacola, Fla... November 22-23. 
1861. Captain Lee died in Atlanta 
after the war.

‘his absence, he would answer: “Was Cobb here this morning?

Not alone did Cobb fail to show up 
'for morning practice, but he was al- 
most always the last man to arrive

That made it more difficult. Cobb 
_took liberties and privileges that no 
other player took or dared take, and 
‘my job became more and more embar- 
rassing.

Loafed Just Once. 

Sut with all this I could not kick 
‘to Cobb. He embarrassed me and 
caused me many unpleasant moments, 
but .at the same time Cobb did play 
remarkable ball. He gave his last 
Only once in all the years that 


That 
happened one year when Cobb and the 
club failed to agree on salary. Even 
then I do not say that Cobb loafed 
intentionally. He seemed to lack his 
usual interest, perhaps because he 
probably thought that the club did not 
appreciate his effort to the proper ex- 
tent, and his work lacked the usual 
fire and aggressiveness. As soon as 
the salary matter was adjusted, Cobb 
again played at the top of his form 
and continued at top speed thereafter. 

Cobb was the most spectacular fig- 
ure in the game and the greatest draw- 
ing card in sport until Ruth appeared 
and took first place from him as a 
gate attraction. While many of 
Cobb's plays had been pulled by other 
men, still there was never one player 
that pulled so many of them. 

One time Detroit was playing Phil- 
adelphia. With Cobb on second Sam 
Crawford drove a high and long fly to 
Danny Murphy in right field. Be- 
fore the ball could be relayed back to 
the plate Cobb had scored. Nine days 
later he pulled the same play again, 
and several times after that. 

The same play had been made 10 
years previously by Eddie Burke, 
playing left field for the New York 
Giants. . Burke did it only once in his 
lifetime. Cobb did it twice in nine 
days and made his feats tbe talk of 
the season.

Thoney Pulled It Twice. 

Scoring from second base on an 
infield- out had been done _ before. 
Jack (Bullet) TFhoney, pulled _ it 
twice in fhe same game on Tim Jor- 
dan, of Baltimore. ‘Thoney at that 
time was playing with Toronto. If 
the first baseman hesitates a second, 
or even a fraction of a second, the 
play is bound to succeed, for it is 
always made on a slow hit grounder 
for which the infielder has to come 
far in, barely getting the runner at 
first. If the man on second has a 
geod leud he will naturally score. 
The play can not be made on a fast 
grounder, 

Cobb, while playing right field, 
several times threw out men on clean 
drives into right. He threw out 
Harry Hooper twice in one game. 
Tommy McCarthy, who played right 
field for St. Louis and Boston, made 
the same play a number of times. 

Cobb frequently went from first 
to third on a sacrifice bunt, but 
neither was this play new. It orig- 
inated before Cobb’s debut in _ base- 
ball; in fact, the play has been used 
ever since ] started playing ball. Tom 
Brown used to be lead-off man for 
Louisville with Harry Taylor batting 
second... When Brown reached first. 
he always had Taylor give him the 
bunt sign. Brown would start with 
the pitch and Taylor bunted. Brown 
alwavs managed to reach third. Cobb 
had Rossman, a fine bunter, follow- 
ing him in the batting order. When- 
ever he got on, he would get the 
bunt sign from Rossman, and Ross- 
man, who could bunt any ball a 
pitcher delivered, laid it down. Cobb, 
starting with the piteh, found it easy 
to take two bases on the bunt. It 
was impossible to throw Cobb out. 

Donie Lush was an excellent base 
runner, and while Bush and Cobb 
were on the Detroit club tLev caused 
worry on the pitcher’s part, especial- 
ly if they got on the bases at 
same time. With Bush on third and 
Cobb on first, Cobb always started 
down. If the play was made on Cobb, 
jush would break for the plate. As 
they worked it, Bush always scored 
or Cobb got to second. One of them, 
if not both, was certain to advance, 

As I have said, the most discussed 
plays that Cobb made, the most spec- 
tacular, were not originated by him, 
but never has there been another 
man who worked as many of them 
as Cobb, and no man ever worked 


them as often as Cobb did.

‘RED’ GRANGE 
SHOOTS BACK 
AT HIS CRITICS

New Orleans, La., January 6.—Red 
Grange is fed up with what he calls 


“the bunk and hypocritical criticism” 
that has been poured on him since he 
entered professional football. Today 
Red hit back. 

“I’m tired of being a target,” he 
said. “I want to do a little shooting 
myself. I’ve got a few things 1 want 
to get off my chest,” 

Red got them off his chest .in his 
state room in the private car, where 
with the Chicago Bears, he is taking 
an eight-day rest here before playing 
an all-star Dixie eleven Sunday and 
leaving for California to play a VPa- 
cific Coast schedule. 

These are a few items of the cargo 
Red unloaded: 

He ridiculed Coach Zuppke for say- 
ing that Red owed it to the Universi- 
ty of Illinois not to enter professional 
football and asked pointedly if Zupp- 
ke’s loyalty to Illinois could stand the 
strain of more money offered by some 
other university when the Illinois con- 
tract ran out. 

He thrust keen sarcasm into the 
“hypocrisy” of those who camouflaged 
thinly the fact that they are capitaliz- 
ing their athletic reputations by go- 
ing out as bond, stock, and real estate 
salesmen and using their athletic 
fame to do the work of the salesman- 
ship they lack. He had turned down 
a’°$10,000 a month offer to sell real 
estate in Florida, before he finished 
playing the Illinois 1925 schedule, he 
said.

The impression that “religion is sus- 
picious of sports or that it frowns on 
athletic activities, particularly on Sun- 
day” is erroneous, the bishop declar- 
ed and serves only “to give religion 
a black eye.”

CICERO, THE ORATOR. 
Marcus Cicero lived at the same 
time as Julius Caesar, and was the 
most famous orator of ancient Rome. 
After six years spent in studying 
law and public speaking, he started 


upon a career as a lawyer. He was 
then 25 years old. Only a_ée few 


years passed before he decided two 
things—that he must try to improve 
his health, and that he must become 
a better speaker. For this double pur- 
pose Cicero set out upon wide trav- 
els. He visited Athens, and made a 
tour of Asia Minor. For a time he 
paused at the island of Rhodes and 
gave further study to public speaking. 

Returning to Rome, he _ quickly 
rose in public favor and became con- 
sul, the highest office then open. to 
any man in the empire. There was 
another man in Rome by the name 
of Lucius Catiline, who had wanted 
to become consul. Having lost. he 
plotted to burn the city and to kill the 
Roman senators. 

Cicero learned of the plot, and made 
burning speeches to the Roman sen- 
ate. He pointed out Catilime—who 
sat in the senate—as a traitor and an 
enemy of the public. Catiline fled to 
Gaul, where he gathered an army. He 
was defeated in battle. and fell as one 
of the victims of the fight. 

Cicero was hailed as “the father of 
his country,” and people offered thanks 
to the gods that he had saved Rome. 

In a civil war, with one side led by 
Caesar and the other by Pompey, the 
orator took the side of Vompey. 
Caesar came out victor, but instead of 
punishing Cicero he gave him honor. 

A year after the murder of Caesar 
Cicero was put to death by order of 
}his bitter enemy, Mark Antony.
